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Reports of water misuse in city on the rise

Calgary water use continued a 
downward trend on the week- 
end, while reports of water mis- 
use by businesses and residences 
climbed. 

On Saturday, Calgarians used 
475 million litres of water, which 
was lower than the 492 million 
used on Friday and 487 million 
‘Thursday, 

Sunday's water use fell to 473 
million L, according to data оп 
the city's potable water demand 
dashboard Monday morning, still 
shy of the reduction goal after one 
week of heightened restrictions. 

"We continue to trend in the 
right direction; thank you to all of 
you who are abiding by outdoor 
‘water restrictionsand taking steps 
to save water indoors,” Michael 
Thompson, Calgary's general man- 
ager of infrastructure services, 
said Monday afternoon. 

‘Thompson reiterated on Mon- 
day that the fine for outdoor water 
use during Stage 4 restrictions is 
$3,000, 

Thecity has received 576 reports 
of water misuse as of Monday, up 
from 398on Sunday. Bylaw officers 
were working through the week- 
end to “follow ар” on the com- 
plaints and issue tickets where 
required. 

Thompson said that figure in- 
cludes 427 homes and multi-fam- 
ily buildings (up from 275), and 88 
businesses (up from 67). Officials 
have not said ifany fines have been. 
issued.

450 million L. 
Last week, officials issued warn- 

ings that Calgary ^will run out of 

water" if usage doesn't drop. 

"If we do not reduce our water 
usage by 25 per cent and stay at 
that 450-million (litre) level, we 
will be in a lot of trouble — we will 
run out of water,” Mayor Jyoti 
Gondek said last Tuesday. 

“That means you will turn on 
your tap and nothing will come 
ош, it will mean that firefighters 
cannot attend to emergencies 
without wondering whether the 
hydrant will turn on.” 

The city has not said how long 


the water reduction target can be 
surpassed without causing issues. 
Since the Bearspaw south feeder 
main was brought off-line early 
last week for further repairs, crews 
have been working 24/7, including 
over the long weekend. 

‘Thompson says that as of Mon- 
day, construction remains on 
schedule for the expected com- 
pletion date of Sept. 23. 

Work over the weekend fo- 
cused on sites along 33rd Ave- 
nue NW. and at Shouldice Park, 
where Thompson says construc- 
tion is underway at all 12 repair 
segments. 


“This means that we have now 
excavated more than 50 per cent 
of the pipe segments that need to 
be repaired,” he said. “(Monday) 
also marks an important milestone. 
inthe repair as the crews will pour 
concrete around the first pipe seg- 
ment to be repaired.” 

Installation of rebar is progress- 
ingonschedule, he says, and in the 
coming days the number of pipe 
segments to undergo concrete 
pouring will increase. 

Constructionat sites six through. 
eight. along 16th Avenue NW. isto 
begin on Thursday. 

“To allow this work to proceed 


quickly and safely, 16th Avenue 
will be closed from 46th Street to 
(the) Bowness Road interchange 
on Thursday, Sept. 5, with traffic 
being detoured onto Bowness 
Road” 

‘Thompson said Bowness Road 
will be open fully in both direc- 
tions, with “direct access” to 
16th Avenue and businesses. He 
also noted the city has a traffic 
plan that will keep most business 
driveways open, allow for parking 
and provide clear direction for 
customers. 

The next update from the city is 
scheduled for today at 2 p.m.

Premier seems to forget 
to govern for all Albertans

Election campaigns are underway in Alberta's 

two neighbouring provinces, but our premier 
seems to be just as locked into campaign mode 
as any of her B.C. or Saskatchewan counter- 
parts. 

Danielle Smith already contested a leadership 
race and a general election, so it would seem 
odd for her to be campaigning right now. This 
might also come as a surprise to most Alber- 
‘tans, who have seen little of the premier over 
recent months, 

But Smith faces a leadership review vote 
this fall and is clearly going to great lengths 
toplacate any concerns that UCP members 
have. Securing an emphatic vote of confidence 
in November is a priority. It was, as everyone 
recalls, a not-so-emphatic result that opened 
the door for Smith to even be in this position to. 
begin with, 

While UCP members might have greater 
leverage at the moment, the premier still has 
obligations as head of government to the rest 
of the province. That's especially true when 
it comes to policy decisions that could affect 
many or even most Albertans. 

‘The campaign for a successful leadership 
review for a sitting premier is much different 
than a typical leadership race or general elec- 
tion. Unlike the hypothetical, "if I'm elected” 
promises, this campaign has featured much 
more definitive announcements of the "here's 
what we're going to do" variety. 

But when it comes to changes in health 
care, taxes, spending and policing, Albertans 
shouldn't have to try to piece together belated 
accounts or leaks from private party events. If 
decisions have been made on significant new 
policy initiatives, the premier and cabinet 
ministers should be announcing them publicly 
to all Albertans. 

Perhaps the most consequential of these. 
announcements was made two weeks ago at a 
UCP event in Drayton Valley. Smith revealed 
to party faithful that her government plans 
on removing Alberta Health Services as the 
operator of some hospitals and replacing it with 
other organizations, such as Covenant Health. 
Smith cited the elements of “competition” and 
“fear” as to why this could improve health-care 
delivery. 

It's still not been confirmed whether this is 
indeed the government's plan and, if so, how 
exactly it will all work. Its also ironic, since this 
plan echoes the vision for hospital manage- 
‘ment Smith laid out in a 2021 speech but then 
disavowed when that speech resurfaced during 
last year's election campaign. 

This may now be disavowing that disavowal, 
but I suppose we can't rule out the possibility of 
another layer of disavowal here. 

Regardless, this is the sort of decision that 
would normally be made via news release and 
news conference — the latter, of course, pro- 
viding an opportunity to further question the 
details and intent of this plan. Buying a party 
membership shouldn't mean becoming a VIP to 
exclusive government policy announcements. 

But it wasn’t just this announcement about 
upheaval in hospital management. At that 
same UCP event in Drayton Valley, Smith 
announced that “we've also decided to create 
‘our own police force under the sheriffs." Again, 
this is new information that raises all sorts of 
questions about cost, duties and the future of 
contract policing in Alberta. 

Ata separate event in mid-August, Smith also 
revealed plans to create a committee to review 
government spending on a department-by-de- 
partment basis, and find savings to allow the 
government to fulfil its promised income tax 
cut. Mind you, last week's quarterly update from 
the finance minister didn't touch on any of this. 

Perhaps future UCP events, and whatever 
‘manages to leak out from those gatherings, will 
shed further light on just what the government 
has instore for us, 

Or, perhaps, the premier and cabinet could 
simply get back to the business of governing 
and lay all of this out in detail for all Albertans.

In its sophomore season, Prime 
Video's The Rings of Power will.

The fantasy epic will also, on a 
less fictional plane, try to correct 
the jagged course it has charted 
as one of the more singular (and 
expensive) case studies of the 
post-prestige TV era.

rst season's budget 
reportedly ballooned to more 
than $700 million. 

At first, the experiment seemed 
to pay off; despite some rough 
plotting the pilot boasted the 
biggest debut on record for 
Prime Video, with some 25 
million viewers. But the audience 
dwindled: Only 37 per cent of 
viewers who started it actually 
completed the series. There are 
good reasons for this, The first 
season, set in what JRR.

Morgoth’s defeat, was beautiful 
It looked expensive, and it was 
relatively well-acted. But the 
final product was spectacularly 
uneven. More than a few plots 
aimed at moving th 
seemed less tragic than painful 
ly contrived.

A Florida man has been sentenced to 10 
years in prison after pleading no con- 
est to attacking four Jewish teenagers 
who were walking along a road while 
dressed for a religious holiday in 2022. 


Noah Amato, 19, and a friend were rid- 
ing a bike in Ponte Vedra Beach while 
under the influence of drugs and alco- 
hol. Amato shouted a slur to the group 
who were celebrating the Jewish holi- 


day of Sukkot. He hit one of the teens 
with a handgun in the face, deputies 
said, and fired the gun near the teen's 
head. Amato's lawyer disputed parts of 
the account, saying the teen who was 
targeted, Zalman Barrocas, had shoved 
Amato first. “I believe this man should 
have the maximum punishment,” 
Barrocas told the court. “My life could 
have been over that day"

German leader urges 
boycott of far right 
after election win 


Anti-migrant 
AfD party easily 
wins in 2 states

BERLIN — Victories for Ger- 
many’s far-right Alternative 
for Germany in two eastern 
states prompted Chancellor 
Olaf Scholz on Monday to 
urge mainstream parties to 
forge coalitions without the 
anti-migrant party. 

“АП democratic parties 
are now called upon to form 
stable governments wit 
out right-wing extremists.” 
Scholz told Reuters, descri 
ing the outcome as “bitter” 

Preliminary results from 
Sunday's election saw the 
AfD with a clear win in 
Thuringia with 32.8 per 
cent of votes — marking the 
first time that the far right 
has won a state election in 
Germany since the Second 
World War. In neighbouring 
Saxony, the AfD is on track 
to finish a strong second 
with 30.6 per cent — just L3 
points behind the conserv- 
ative Christian Democrats 
(CDU). Results will be con- 
firmed by state election com- 
missioners in the coming 
days 

"Our country cannot and 
must not get used to that. 
The AfD is damaging Ger- 
many. It is weakening the 
economy, dividing society 
and ruining our country's 
reputation,” Scholz said. 

АП other parties in Ger- 
many have ruled out form- 
ing alliances with the AfD, 
but the far right's strength 
in numbers in both state 
parliaments will make co- 
alition building particularly 
tricky — a potential sign of 
the problems to come in next. 
year's federal elections. 

AfD co-leader Alice Wei- 
del, said on Monday, how- 
ever, that without her party 
“a stable majority is not 
possible” in Saxony and 
Thuringia, where the AfD is 
categorized as “extremist” 
by regional domestic intel 
gence. 

“The voters have made a 
clear decision. They want the 
AfD to participate in the gov- 
ernment,” Weidel told Ger- 
man broadcaster ZDF, add- 
ing that she doesn't believe. 
the “undemocratic firewall” 
established by the other par- 
Чез against the AfD can be 
maintained. 

Following Sunday's elec- 
tions, hundreds of people 
took to the streets in Saxony 
and Thuringia to protest the 
shift to the right. Around 
500 demonstrators gathered 
at the state parliament in 
Erfurt, the state capital of 


Thuringia, police said. Small 
demonstrations were also 
held in Berlin and Hamburg. 
In the capital, around 350 
people assembled in front of 
a district АО office carrying 
placards with slogans such 
as “Ban the AfD now. Ban 
Nazi parties now? 

While the AfD's chances 
of governing a state are slim, 
in Thuringia the party vill 
be granted special rights of. 
a "blocking minority” after 
winning more than a third 
of seats in the regional par- 
liament. The rule enables 
the party to veto certain de- 
cisions such as amendments. 
to the regional state consti- 
tution and the appointment 
of judges. In Saxony, the AD 
feil one seat short. 

Founded in 2013 as a Eu- 
roskeptic party, the party's 
anti-migrant rhetoric be- 
‘came a party policy mainstay 
following the 2015 migration 
crisis. In the years since, the 
AfD radicalized to such an 
‘extent that the party is under 
surveillance at federal level 
after being categorized as 
“suspected extremist.”

Charity seeks $37K 


in surety for sexual 
harassment case 


Foundation did not respond 


Trudeau BNET pei

to‘demoralize’ Foundation is charity that 


awards scholarships and 
connects student academics 
‘with various mentors. Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau is 
not involved with the board 
of directors, nor is he a foun- 
dation member, the group 
that selects the board. His 
brother, Alexandre Trudeau, 
isa foundation member. 

In 2021, Smiley sued the 
foundation, alleging that 
when she was a scholarship 
student with the foundation 
in 2018, she was sexually ha- 
assed by Kakfwi, whom the 
‘Trudeau Foundation had 
assigned as her mentor. Her 
lawsuit alleges that Smil- 
ey and Kakfwi had dinner 
together in St. John's, N.L., 
during a three-day event and 
shared a taxi back to the ho- 
tel afterward. In the lobby, 
Smiley's claim alleges that 
Kakfwi “suddenly moved his 
body extremely close to hers, 
grabbed her upper arm close 
to her breasts and proceeded 
to massage and rub her arm 
for an extended period,” ac- 
cording to a summary from 
а Newfoundland court deci- 
sion. 

Smiley alleges that the 
‘Trudeau Foundation pressed. 
her to sign a non-disclosure 
agreement, which Smiley re- 
fused to do, according to her 
statement of claim. She later 
withdrew from the founda- 
tion's events and the men- 
torship program, saying she 
no longer felt safe because of. 
the foundation's response to 
her complaint. 

None of the allegations 
has been proved in court. 
In a statement of defence, 
Kakfwi "denies grabbing the 
Plaintiff's arm, rubbing, and 
massaging it for a prolonged 
period. He specifically denies. 
that there was any contact. 
between he and the Plaintiff, 
which could be construed as 
being sexual in nature.” 

‘The Trudeau Foundation 
has not filed a statement of 
defence. 

The lawsuit has been 
mired in fighting over juris- 
1 diction. Smiley, who lives in 

B.C, had originally fled it in 
а BC. court, but then moved 
the case to Newfoundland 
and Labrador, where the al- 
leged harassment occurred. 

However, the Trudeau 
Foundation fought to have 
the case moved to Quebec, 
where it is based. Justice 
Peter Browne with the New- 
foundland and Labrador 
Superior Court determined 
that Quebec was the appro- 
priate jurisdiction. Both 
‘Smiley and Kakfwi had op- 
posed the motion and Smiley 
has launched an appeal of 
that decision. 

In the meantime, in Feb- 
ruary 2024, Smiley refiled 
her lawsuit їп Quebec.

Kakfwi, 71, is seeking 
$18,527.20 in suretyship. The 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau Foun- 
dation is seeking $19,195.57. 
Lawyers for the two defend- 
ants say in the respective 
motions that the money 
would cover court fees, sten- 
ographer and transcript fees 
and legal and expert fees, 

The parties will be in a 
Montreal court to debate the. 
matter today. 

Smiley's lawyer, Kathryn. 
Marshall, says there have 
been a number of proced- 
ural and jurisdictional bar- 
riers thrown up over the 
course of the case, in addi 
tion to the latest request 
for suretyship. Smiley will 
be represented in court 
‘Tuesday by Quebec lawyer 
Jérémie John Martin.

In 154 flippant characters 
‘Trudeau portrayed himself 
as an impulsive, profligate 
friend of the stars, and made 
it appear as if it were a pri- 
vate donation (it was, in fact, 
part of a government foreign 
aid package that had been 
agreed months in advance). 

That incident, and many 
other similar ones, explain 
why the Conservatives are 
now up to 20 points ahead 
in the polls, while 86 per 
cent of voters say they want 
a change of government, 
according to the most re- 
cent Abacus Data poll. The 
Conservatives have a solid 
lead in all regions and in all 
demographic groups. Politics 
can be fickle but on today's 
evidence, the outcome of the 
next election will be a Con- 
servative win. 

Yet, the exchange with the 
steelworker also suggests 
that Trudeau is not without 
agency.
